Pierre Lorillard Passes Away 


at New York

A SHREWD BUSINESS HAN 


Who Greatly Enhanced a Fortune 


Left Htm by His Father—We,* a 
Notable Figure In Society, Turf 
Events and Yachting Circle* 


New York, July 8.—Pierre Lorillard 


died yesterday afternoon at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, where he was taken from 
the Deutschlaiid when that steamer ar- 
rived from Europe, July 4. The mem- 
bers of the family present at the bed' 
side when the end came were Mr. Lor- 
illard's daughters, Mrs. Taller and Mrs. 
Kent, nnd their husbands, and Pierre 
Lorillard, Jr., and wife, and also Pierre 
Lorillard, 3rd. 


KERRE LORILLAM*. 


The following statement was pub- 


lished by Dr. Kilroe, the attending phy- 
sician, a few moments after the death of 
the patient: "Mr. Pierre Lorillard 
passed quietly away at 2:10 p. m., sur- 
rounded by the members of his family. 
He succumbed to acute nephritis." 


Mr. Lorillard's recent severe illness 


dated from June 20. He was in Eng- 
land and went to his lodge at Ascot, hop- 
ing to see his horse, David Garrick, win 
the gold cup. He was stricken with an 
iiraemlc chill, and was sick for a week. 
He was advised to come to America, and 
boarded the Deutscbland, but bis con- 
dition became graver each 
moment. 


Dr. Kilroe told him that he did not think 
he would live* to get to New York, but 
the magnate Insisted that he would. It 
has never been thought that he could 
recover since his arrival. 


Pierre Lorillard was the eldest son 


of Peter Lorillard, architect of the for- 
tune which made the family name fa- 
mous. 
He inherited much of the busi- 


ness ability of his father, and marked 
success attended the commercial enter- 
prises which he planned and executed. 
At tbe death of his father he received 
about 91,000,000 aud an interest, Jointly 
with his brothers and sisters, in the 
great tobacco house of which his father 
had been the hoad. 


He at once purchased frcftn his broth- 


ers a controlling interest of the house, 
and, by shrewd management, greatly 
increased his fortune. He built a hand- 
some residence at Fifth avenue and 
Fifty-sixth street, and entertained In 
princely manner. 
In 1S74 he became 


interested in llie turf. 
His flrst great 


horse was Parole, nnd with Iroquois, in 
1881, he was the first American to win 
the classic English derby. He was also 
an enthusiastic yachtsman, and once 
raced his Vesta across the Atlantic. He 
founded and controlled at the time of his 
death the fashionable resort at Tuxedo. 
He was nearly 68 years old. He is sur- 
vived by a wife, a son, Pierre Lorillard, 
Jr., and two daughters, Mrs. William 
Kent and Mrs. T. S. Taller. He leaves 
a large fortune. 


Various estimates have been made of 


the value of Mr. Lorillard's estate, and, 
while Its exact value at the present time 
is not known, it is believed that it is 
more than $25,000,000. 
As long ago 


as 1884 it was said that It was from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000.

PUCKS IN THE SHELL 


HOW THEY ARE HATCHED AND 


HELPED IN INCUBATORS. 


When Sot to Blow Toar(No«e. 


' One of the peculiar effects of salt water 
tiathing on some persons is the deafness 
which it produces. The cause of this is 
blowing the nose after bathing. 


Of course one blows his nose because 


there is some salt water in it, which 
makes him uncomfortable. This water he 
forces into the little eustachian tube that 
runs from behind the nose to the ear. 
Here the water remains for days, and the 
particles of salt set up inflammation. The 
nest step is that the eustachian tubes get 
blocked and remain more or less so per- 
manently, causing partial deafness. 


You should always wait some time aft- 


er your bath before blowing y<iur nose, 
and then yon shooid de it gently.

Duck culture as a business proposition 


Is not so simple as it seems. To one at 
all expert in this line the hatching and 
rearing of ducks are a comparatively sim- 
ple matter, aud there is a chance to figure 
out what the product will be from a giv- 
en number of eggs. In this respect there 
is a difference between ducks nnd chick- 
ens, for a certain percentage of ducks can 
be raised and marketed under given con- 
ditions. 


Through the eastern states'there are 


many large plants devoted entirely to the 
rearing of ducks. One man, a pioneer in 
the business, keeps 2,000 breeding ducks 
m stock at all times and has each one as 
near a perfect specimen of its kind as can 
be found. One of the largest plants turns 
out about 50,000 ducks annually, and in 
the height of the killing season it is no ex- 
aggeration to say the feathers fairly fly 
on this place. In this plant the number i 
of ducks that will be sent to market coil 
be estimated from the first few hatches 
made early in the season, as the propor- 
tion of ducks hatched to the number of 
eggs placed, in the incubators will be 
maintained throughout the season. 


In market ducks the big white Vekina 


find the greatest favor. The Pekin is a 
hummer in the way of a market duck, aa 
it grows rapidly and is hardy and white, 
which makes it pick clean and its feath- 
ers salable. A good price is paid for duck I 
feathers. 
I 


The best point about the Pekins, in the | 


eyes of the poultryman who is in tho busi- 
ness for profit, is the rapidity with which 
they grow and the fact that they grow 
better out of the water than in it. It is 
a common thing for experts to raise Pe- 
kins that weigh six pounds when 10 
weeks old. Ducks that weigh under five 
pounds at that age are a reflection on the 
skill of the poultryman who turns them 
out. An expert with chickens is not al- 
ways successful to the handling of Jucks, 
as the quackers need to be bandied dif- 
ferently at all times. 
A difference is 


found at the outset, as 28 days are re- 
quired in which to hatch a duckling, 
while a chick needs only 21 days in which 
to complete the process of nature that 
puts it into the world to scratch for a 
living. 


The best work in producipg ducks is 


done with an incubator, which will hatch 
more and better ducklings than an old 
duck or a hen. For incubating purposes 
the humble ben surpasses the duck, 
strange as it may seem. But, whatever 
way it is hatched, the duckling is much 
more interesting and amusing than a 
chick shortly after hatching. 


A chick that cannot work itself out of 


the shell in short order is not worth both- 
ering with, while a duck that is helped 
out of the shell is just as good as one 
that scrambles out without assistance. 


When the duckling is ready to hatch, 


it taps a small hole in the shell and then 
stops to consider if it is worth while to 
do any more than that. It lies in the 
shell for a day without making any fur- 
ther^ effort to get out and here is beset 
with' its first danger—death by drowning. 
It seems odd to think that a duck would 
die in such an ignominious way, but prac- 
tical poultrymen know that it is a danger 
that makes a difference on the wrong 
side of the ledger if it isn't guarded 
against, which is an ensy matter. 


When the duck has tapped a hole in the 


shell, it lies on its back if it is a well be- 
haved youngster. Some of them are un- 
ruly, and they turn the egg over until the 
bole in the shell is beneath them. This 
wouldn't matter were it not for the fact 
that the duckling has its bill pressed 
apainst the opening in order to get air. 
When the egg is turned over, the fluid re- 
maining in the shell flows to the opening, 
fills the tiny bill end the opening at the 
same time, and the foolish duckling chokes 
to death, unless some one happens along 
and turns tl«e tight side of the egg up- 
ward. 


If the duck doesntcoine ont of the egg 


in proper time, the poultryman takes_jtj 


out of the incubator a&d examines it. U* 
breaks away pan of the ebeil. being care- 
ful to rupture no blood vessels iu the 
duckling, inserts a finger into the shell 
and yank* the duckling'a brad out. 
If 


ducklings can rxpre** their feelings, they 
are certainly pleased w&eu this operation 
is performed. 


The ducklings, witch look like so many 


fluffy golden halls, are left lu the incu- 
bator to dry off, during which time they 
are at lively as crickets. They run and 
hop about, bump into each other and are 
continually searching for something to 
eat. From the first they are fed a com- 
bination of grains, with a large propor- 
tion of meat. The more meat they get, 
within reasonable* bounds, the better they 
will thrive. With a proper degree of 
heat and suitable food not more than 2 
per cent ought to be lost. 


But. above all things, they must be 


kept away from water. If they are al- 
lowed to paddle in or run through water, 
they will certainly die or he so badly 
crippled that they will not be available 
for market. 


They arc allowed to drink only when 


eating, and then the water is absolutely 
necessary. Without it the ducks cannot 
get the food down their throats. 
They 


fill their bills with food, into which suffi- 
cient grit has been placed to fit out their 
digestive apparatus, and then try to gulp 
it down. The food is always moist, but 
they cannot force it down until they have 
run over to a fountain and washed it 
dowu with a swallow of water. 
They 


slop the water all around their quarters, 
into which dry earth must be placed fre- 
quently in order to keep down the damp- 
ness. 


WhDe the rearing of ducks is simple 


enough, as has been said, it is another 
matter to make a good profit out of them. 
The; eat voraciously and must be killed 
at a certain time to pick properly. 


For the first few weeks of early spring 


they bring good prices, after which the 
price depends on the supply and demand. 
One season, for instance, the first con- 
signments of broilers brought in New 
York city 60 cents a pound at wholesale. 
In a short time the price tumbled until it 
got down to 11 cents a pound, and there 
was no money in it at the latter figure.'

SWELL HOUSES IN MANILA. '" 


••tit With m View to Being Gobbled 


Up tar Earthquake.. 


As to the way people live in Manila • 


few lines of description will not come 
ainibs. The skyscrapms tower of stone 
and iron, which is becoming so common 
an eyesore in American cities, has not in- 
vaded that land of the earthquake and 
the typhoon and in not likely to do so 
soon. These pcnlous visitants govern the 
character and the size of the houses, 
which are very rarely more than two 
stories in height, even in the best quar- 
ters of the city. 
Of these the ground 


floor is used as u coachhouse or to lodge 
the native servants. It is apt to be too 
damp for the family, who live on the 
upper floor, which is divided into a spa 
clous hall, dining and reception rooms 
and bed and other private apartments. 
The kitchen is often a separate building 
with tx roofed passage leading to the house. 
Beside it is the bathroom, au apartment 
much in demand among the Filipinos, 
with -nhom cleanliness is one of the chief 
virtues and bathing a daily duty. 


These houses Avere formerly of stone, 


but since the groat earthquake of 1880 
only wood has been permitted in the sec- 
ond stories. These are fitted with sliding 
windows ali around, to permit the freest 
entrance of air. At the same time, to 
keep out the hot g'ow of the sunlight, 
glass is replaced in the windows by trans- 
lucent seashells, through which oniy a 
modicum of light can filter. Corrugated 
iron roofs are common, but they are very 
hot. To obviate this many roofs are cov- 
ered with a thin layer of nipa palm 
thatching, which is cooler, though dan- 
gerous in case of fire. 


In the native quarters of the city the 


houses are much simpler in design, each 
being composed of a single story, lifted 
from five to ten feet into the air. 
The 


house is built upon four stout posts and 
put together without a nail or peg, the 
frame being of bamboo, tied together 
with rattan. Nipa palm leaves or woven 
bamboo strips form the sides, and the 
roof is thatched with nipa leaves or co- 
gon, a long grass. 


The floor is made of bamboo strips, 


with their rounded sides uppermost and 
tied together so as to leave widefleracks 
between. Swinging shades, which can be 
propped up during the day, serve for win- 
dows. A ladder takes the place of stairs. 
Ventilation is the important thing that is 
constantly sought. 


Often there is only a single room, 


which serves for cooking', eating and 
sleeping, the fire being made on a heap of 
earth in one corner, nnd, when in use, 
filling the house with smoke. In the bet- 
ter houses there are two or more rooms. 
There is one great advantage in these 
houses—in case an earthquake should 
shake them down or a typhoon, topple 
them over no one is likely to be hurt. 
The materials are too light to do any 
harm. And they ore so open, to the air 
as to make them much cooler than close 
built dwellings.—Ledger Monthly _

in a number of Massachusetts cities 
at a senseless request made by a per- 
son named Augustus Bedford of Bos- 
ton, who seems to be badly in need 
of something to do. The grounds for 
the suppression of the paper are that 
It c'ontains a reproduction of the flag 
defaced In violation of the law. The 
suppression was ordered Saturday in 
Boston, Fall River, Haverhlll, Hoi- 
yoke, Xiynn, Lawrence, Lowell, Wor- 
cester and Springfield in this state and 
in New Haven and Hartford in Con- 
necticut. The proceeding is silly in 
the extreme and deserves the condem- 
nation of all people. 


The offense of the Irish World, if 


Offense it is, consists in reproducing a 
cartoon from the Detroit News, which 
is described as follows: 


"The 
cartoon 
represents 
'Uncle 


gam' holding a flagstaff with the. Stars 
and Stripes flying in the breeze. The 
Inscription on the flag reads as fol- 
lows: This flag stands for Liberty, 
Equality, Independence, Justice and 
Fraternity if congress or the presi- 
dent so will. 


"In front of 'Uncle Sam' are repre- 


sentations of three children wearing 
broad brimmed straw hats and la- 
•belled.—'Puerto 
Rico/ 
'Cuba' 
and 


Philippines.' 
Beneath is the motto 


•Flag day in the Dependencies,' and 
then the quotation:— 
O, say, does that star spangled banner

O'er the land of the free and the home 


of the brave? 


It is held by "the officious Bedford 


that his cartoon violates the statute 
passed in 1899 which says: 


"It shall be unlawful for any person 


to display the flag of the United 
States or 
of Massachusetts, or any 


representation thereof, upon which are 
any words, figures, advertisements or 
designs, provided however, that flags 
belonging to Grand 
Army posts or 


flags the property of, or used in the 
service of,the United States, or of this 
state, may have Inscribed thereon the 
names of battles and the name and 
•number of the organization to which 
euch flags belong. 


"Whoever publicly mutilates, tram- 


ples upon, defaces or treats contempt- 
uously eny of said flags, whether 
such flags are public or private prop- 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor within the meaning of this act 


"Any violation of the provisions 'of 


this act shall be punished by a fine of 
not. less than $10 or more than $100, 
and, and the police, district and muni- 
cipal courts and trial justices of the 
commonwealth shall have authority 
•within their several Jurisdictions to 
enforce .the provisions of this act." 


It Is plain to every reasonable per- 


•on that this law was never meant to 
get Into the hands of a person like 
Bedford to be used for the purpose he 
uses it. We have no sympathy what- 
ever for (he manufacturer of the car- 
totm, fcfct, while believing he Is a 
misguided 
Individual, we cheerfully 


admit that iie was moved to his work 
by great respect for the flag and the 
high regard for its meaning.

A year 
ago there were 5639 men and 917 women 
a total of 6546. The decrease for the 
year is 4?3. The aggregate is the lowest 
in midsummer for 10 years. 
The de- 


crease has been about the same in the 
two sexes, the proportion of men being 
a little more than 87 per cent as it 
was a year ago. The Concord reform- 
atory shows the largest increase of 
any 
institution its population being 


larger by 46 than It was a year ago. 
The state farm, which receives mainly 
tramps, vagrants and "drunks" lost 
35 in its numbers and the state orison 
17. In the county prisons the largest 
losses have been at 
South 
Boston, 


Cambridge and Worcester. The fact 
tha,t the falling 
off is in the county 


prisons shows that 
is is mainly in 


minor offenses,, such as drunkenness, 
etc. 
The graver offences, which are 


punishable in state institutions, do not 
show much variation. The increase at 
the reformatory, 
coupled with a de- 


crease 'n the state prison, shows that 
the former is receiving an Increasing 
proportion of offenders against 
the 


person and against prope.ty, who were 
formerly sent to Charlestown. 


The Fosburgh trial is near at hand. 


Some friends of the Fosburgh family 
are making strange assertions which 
are getting into print. Among them 
is one that the family suspect the gov- 
ernment of securing persons to com- 
mit perjury in order that a verdict 
against the accused may be obtained.

If 
the defense loses the prisoner suffers, 
which Is the whole thing in the case 
so far as the prisoner Is concerned.

THE LAW AND MERCY OF 600 


Rev>J. H. Spencer Touches on Sab. 
bath Desecration. Other Church News 


Rev. J. H. Soencer preached an ex- 


ceptionally interesting sermon at the 
Baptist church last even'ng, his sub- 
ject being "The ark of God."

The reason assigned for the request 


to prVilbit the sale of the paper is 
that on its first page this week it con- 
tains a reproduction of a picture of the 
flag printed by the Detroit News. 


The inscription on the flag reads: 
"This flag stands for liberty, equal- 


ity, independence, Justice and frater- 
nity, ii congress or the president so 
will." 


The words, "If congress and 
the 


president so will," are Inscribed ton 
the white grounds, 
which is repre- 


sented as patched on the end of the 
flag, the "if" being of large size. In 
front of Uncle Sam are representa- 
tions of three children wearing broad- 
brimmed straw hats, labelled "Porto 
Rico," "Cuba" and "Philippines.'1 Be- 
neath is the motto, "Flag Day in the 
Dependencies," and then the quota- 
tion, "O say, does that Star Spangled 
Banner yet wave o'er the land of the 
free and the home of the brave?"

On sale at all first-classBtores, 


GENTRY CIRCUS IN A HURRICANE 


r 


Many Ponies and Monkeys Killed and 


People Hurt 


Those who attended the Gentry cir- 


cus at its recent, appearance in this 
city will be sorry to learn of the dis- 
aster that overtook the show while 
giving; an afternoon performance on 
the Fourth at Grand Island, 
Neb. 


With the thermometer standing1 109 In 
the shade, and almost without warn- 
ing from a cloudless sky, a terrific 
hurricane and storm broke and lasted 
for an hour. The circus tent was Dip- 
ped into shreds, many people were 
hurt and the circus had many of its 
ponies and other animals killed. The 
details of the storm and destruction 
were told in a dispatch to the New 
York Sun as follows: 


A severe wind storm swept 
over 


Hall county this afternoon, Injuring a 
number of persons and doing a great 
deal of damage. The wind blew 72 
miles an hour, but there was none tof 
the twisting motion of the tornado. 


Most of the damage in this city was 


done at the Gentry circua which was 
blown away. The cagea were over- 
turned and many 
valuable 
animals 


killed. The tents were ripped to pieces 
and the ciixas property is scattered 
over a space of twenty miles N>ig by 
two mljes wide. 


When the tent was ripped to pieces 


the crowd attempted to escape from 
the tangle of ropes and wires and then 
the seats collapsed. The high wind 
was followed almost immediately by 
a torrent of rain and this added to the 
confusion. The Injured could not be re 
lieved for an hour, so fierce was the 
wind and rain. 


The storm broke from a practically 


clear sky. A few momenta before the 
sun was shining brightly and not a 
breath of air was stirring. The mer- 
cury, stood at 109 in the shade, and the 
peculiar stillness of the 
atmosphere 


alarmed the circus people. 
Then a 


breeze started and the circus pfctople 
did not ha,ve time to place the side- 
boards on their cages before the storm 
broke in all 
Its 
fury, 
overturning 


everything In its path. One cage tof 
monkeys was rolled a distance of two 
miles, passing through, wire fences 
and outhouses in its" wild flight. 
Every monkey was killed. Many pon- 
ies were also killed.

BLOOD POISONINS. 


How It I* Generated, Its Symptom* 


nnd It* Treatment. 


In tie widest acceptation of the term 


blood poisoning occurs in all infectious 
diseases, in Bright's disease, biliousness, 
malaria and any other trouble affecting 
the general system; but, as usually un- 
derstood, it means poisoning by pus mi- 
crobes or their products, conditions med- 
ically known as pyaemia or septicaemia. 


A quarter of a century ago these dis- 


eases were very common, especially in 
hospitals, and were often the caua* ol 
frightful mortality among the wounded 
iu battle; but now they are becoming 
more and more rare, and many physi- 
cians of several years' practice have nev- 
er seen a well marked case. 
' 


This happy change is the result of th« 


general adoption of the principles of an- 
tiseptic surgery, whereby septic infection 
of wounds and consequent extensive sup- 
puration are prevented. But blood poi- 
soning fctill occurs at times after wounds 
made with infected objects or wounds 
which have been allowed to fester with- 
out proper treatment. 


Physicians occasionally get blood poi- 


soning iu consequence of a slight cut ot 
scratch received while performing an au- 
topsy after a case of appendicitis or oth- 
er snppurative disease. 
In cases ia 


which death follows an operation for ap- 
pendicitis the cause is frequently septi- 
caemia or pyaemia, the operation having 
been undertaken too late to prevent th« 
absorption of septic material. 


The symptoms of blood poisoning ar« 


those of profound depression of the gen- 
eral system, but the symptoms of the twa 
varieties of blood poisoning differ mori 
or less. 


Septicaemia usually begins abruptly 


with a chill and high fever. The pulse 
Is quick and weak, the breathing is rapid 
and sometimes oppressed, headache is 
usually eovere, the appetite is lost, and 
there is nausea, with vomiting. 


In pyaemia these symptoms are more 


gradual in their appearance and arc pre- 
ceded for a day or two by slight fever, 
loss of appetite and general depression. 
There is a succession of chills, high fevei 
and sweating, so that the case is some- 
times mistaken for malaria. Later all 
doubt is removed by the formation of 
abscesses in various parts of the body. 


Both forms of blood poisoning are 


Vrave, but recovery is more apt to taks 
place in septioemia. Treatment consists 
primarily in attention to the wound 
through which infection has occurred, 
which, if accessible, should be opened 
freely and thoroughly drained. At the 
same time the system must be supported 
by stimulants, heart tonics and nourish- 
lug and easily digestible food.—Youth'* 
Companion.

For a plain family pie, 
I tuck tho top crust under the bottom 
all around the edge and press them to- 
gether with my thumb and this prevents 
the juice from escaping. All fruit pies 
should be eaten the day they are baked, 
or the under crust will be heavy. 


TOMATO FIGS, 
cheap, deliciou* and beautiful 


preserves thes* rouet not be forgotten. 
Scald eight pounds of the yellow toma- 
toes and remove the ukins. It is better 
to do a few at a time, thus keeping 
them whole, which adds greatly to the 
handsome upoearauce of the sweetmeat. 
Pack them in layers with aa equal 
weight of sugar. 
After twenty-four 


fcours drain off the juice and simmer five 
minutes, add the tomatoes and boil un- 
til clear. Remove the fruit with a skim- 
mer and harden in the sun while you 
boil down the syrup until thick; pack 
jars two-thirds full of the tomatoes, 
pour The syrup over and seal- Add the 
juice of four lemons, two ounces of 
green ginger root tied up in a bag, and 
the parboiled yellow rind of the lemons 
to the juice when boiling down.

TOMATO SALADS. 


The Spaniards make a salad of toma- 


toes which they say makes you "indif- 
ferent whether you live or die."

dish ia a cool place for several hours, 
first sprinkling the cut surface lightly 
with salt. 
Then slice very thinly and

Add 
three tablespooafuii of olive oil and 
stir until the salt is all dissolved, thea 
add the vinegar, two tablespoonfuls, by 
degrees, and a teaspoonful of onion 
juice. Mil well with the salad and let 
it stand in a cold place for two hours. 
Serve on lettuce leaves, or with a garn- 
ish of pickled onions and parsley. 


SALMON SALAD.

Keep ia a cold place until ready to 
serve, aad at the last minute pour over 
it half a pint of Mayonnaise. For all

should be carefully washed in cold 
water and then put in ice water for half 
an hour, then dried carefully in a soft 
old napkin without breaking the leaves.

Beat six 
eggs until stiff, stir in one-half pound of 
pulverized sugar, with a dish in boiling 
water, until the meringe is quite thick, 
add one-half pound of blanched al- 
monds thinly sliced, and cool.

ICE PUDDING.

Boil three piuts 
of rich milk and pour in the pint of 
thickened, add three beaten eggs, three 
cups of sugar and a teaspoooful of 
vanilla, pour in a freezer, freeze ten 
minutes, remove the dash, and stir in 
half a pound each of stoned raisius, 
chopped figs and sliced citron; freeze 
hard and set aside one hour to ripen. 


DATE SANDWICH. 


Butter thin, even slices from a loaf 


that has been baked twenty-four hours. 
.Spread with dates stoned and cut fine, 
and fashion into sandwiches ia the us- 
ual manner. 
For afternoon tea the 


bread may be fresh baked and so thinly 
cut with a sharp knife that the sand- 
wiches may be rolled and each tied with 
ribbon, All crusts must, of course, be 
removed. 


STRAWBERRY .TELLY PIE. 


One cup of strawberry jelly nnd the

serve with cream.

fWAS IT FUNSTON'8 WORK?| 


fclent. Taylor !• Said to Have 
covered Aealnaldo'» Hiding Pine*. | 
' The Army and Navy Register of 
{Washington in its issue the other day. 
•make the statement that it woe not 
(General Fnnston who discovered the lo- 
cation of Aguinaldo, but Lieutenant J. 
p, Taylor of the Twenty-fourth Jgfan- 
fcry. The Register says: 


"Taylor was in command of a com* 


jpanylrf his regiment at Pantabangan, 
in the fastnesses of the Caraballo 
tmountains, 75 miles from the railroad. 
In May, 1900, one Procopio Linsangan 
•was appointed chief of police and gain- 
ed the confidence of Taylor, to •whom 
ibe made the proposition that a native 
military band be organized. Proeopio 
(was sent to Manila under pass to pur- 
chase musical instruments, and in bis 
Absence Lieutenant Taylor learned that 
the man was in reality a Major Nasa- 
rio Alambria of the Insurrectos and 
that some of the enemy were in the 
neighborhood awaiting a call to arms 
they had conveniently bidden. 


"It further developed that 'Procopio 


Linsangans' never went to Manila. In 
February last a party of captured in- 
surgents was brought to Taylor's quar- 
ters. They proved to be deserters from 
Major Alambrla's company, and one of 
the members, a sergeant named Sanz, 
w&a forced to divulge the hiding place 
of a number of Filipino documents, in- 
cluding letters addressed to Filipino 
officials and to Linsangan's wife. It 
took a good deal of effort in the way of 
tracking down insurgents and follow- 
ing up clews by Lieutenant Taylor be- 
fore be was able to ascertain that Agui- 
naldo was at Palanan under the name 
of Tenrcnte Abanderado. 


"On Feb. 10 Lieutenant Taylor sent 


to General Fnnston all the letters of 
which be was In possession, together 
with other valuable information, which 
made possible the conception anq exe- 
cution of General Funston's notable ex- 
ploit. Lieutenant Taylor employed the 
greatest tact, skill, judgment and 
knowledge of native character in dig- 
ging out the information which made 
it possible to capture Aguinaldo. The 
remarkable part of the whole affair is 
that Taylor has not been mentioned in 
the official accounts of the means of 
Agulnaldo's location, and naturally he 
has not shared In any of the reward 
,which went to the other officers who 
contributed to Funston's success."

Cltlmn«7 863 Feet High Finished at 


Constable Boole, If. J. 


The tallest smokestack ever btilt in 


the United Statea has Just been com- 
pleted at Constable Hook, N. J., says 
the New York Sun. It is 365 feet abovo 
the ground and in height Is exceeded 
by a few others in the world. The stack 
is at the works of the Orford Copper 
works, which are opposite New Bright- 
on, Staten Island, and residents of that 
place and Indeed of the whole shore of 
the island have watched its erection 
with the greatest interest, as it has 
been designed with the idea of giving 
them a partial relief from the smoke 
nuisance of which Staten Islanders 
have been complaining so vigorously. 


It was figured out by experts that If 


the smoke from the 27 chimneys of the 
blast furnaces, containing a considera- 
ble percentage of sulphurous gas, could 
be carried up to sufficient height it 
wouW reach a strata that would take 
It over Staten Island or any other con- 
tiguous territory far enough to permit 
the obnoxious gases to become dissipat- 
ed. Investigations were made at the 
copper works at Laurel Hill, on Long 
Island, where there is a stack 295 feet 
high, and for miles around no one, It 
was found, complained. Consequently 
a stack even higher than that at Laurel 
Hill was decided upon, which has cost 
something over $50,000. 


The construction of such a stack on 


the marshy ground at Constable Hook 
was a very difficult undertaking and 
Involved great engineering problems. 
Only one firm in the world, the compa- 
ny believed, could do the job, and that 
was the Custodla Chimney Construc- 
tion1 company . of Germany. They 
brought over their own men here who 
bad experience in laying bricks at alti- 
tudes even as great as 400 feet. The 
work was begun in November of last 
year, when a hole was dug 45 feet 
square and 15 feet deep, reaching sev- 
eral feet below the water level. Over 
the entire bottom were driven piles aa 
dose as could be driven and also as 
deep. In all about 500 piles were nsed. 
Then a layer of concrete went on these, 
and the brickwork started on top of 
this. This part of the stack was SO feet 
square for a height of 30 feet, with a 
hole in the center 16 feet in diameter, 
leaving the wall at the narrowest part 
seven feet thick. On top of this cone 
was erected the chimney proper, of 
epecial radial brick with an outside 
diameter at the bottom of 30 feet and 
13 feet at the top. The inside diameter 
Is 16 feet at the bottom and 10 feet at 
the top. The workmen worked on scaf- 
folds on the inside. In the construction 
one of them fell to the bottom and was 
killed. 


The top of this brick shaft was reach- 


ed the other day and a big American 
flag hoisted that looked at the bottom 
something like a handkerchief.

Fosburghs Said to Have Env 
ployed Detectives to Fol- 
low Prosecution's Work 


EVIDENCE TO COME FROM TROY 


Family Reported to Fear That State 


Endeavor to Prove Its Case 
By the Introduction of 


False Testimony 


From now till the time of the trial 


of Robert S. Fosburg-h, charged with 
manslaughter in the killing of his sis- 
ter. Is called in the superior court at 
Flttsfield, the air 
will be filled with 


rumors in regard to the case. 
The 


change of counsel in the case at the 
last/minute <vlll add to the preliminary 
interest in the case, as District At- 
torney Hammond will be in Pittefield 
as much as possible in preparation of 
the case. It will be looked upon, how- 
ever, very largely as Chief Nicholson's 
case and ho is looked to furn'tsh the 
evidence against young Fosburgh. The 
grand jury begins its sitting this week 
Thursday, but the Fosburgh case will 
not be begun for some time after that 
as it is the intention to finish all the 
other cases first. Yesterday's 
New 


York Herald has the following from 
Pittsfield on the case: 


From its original position 
the de- 


fence in this remarkable case has not 
receded a. step. 
Eobert F°sburs:h. as- 


serts that his sister was the victim of 
murderous burglars and that he is the 
victim of the excessive zeal of the -no- 
lice. 
In both contentions he has the 


Hearty 
support of his entire family. 


His father and mother, his wife, his 
sisters, his brother, more remote rel- 
atives and a host of friends as well all 
stand by him with a loyal devotion that 
has made his burden less heavy. 


John Nicholson, 
chief of police 
of 


Poftsfield, has continued to build his 
case against Robert Fosburgh. on the 
lines that he established before the in- 
dictment was found 
last 
Januarv. 


Chief Nicholson beliex'es that Robert 
Fosburgh quarrelled with his father 
that night last August, that the son 
discharged a 
revolver with the in- 


tention 
of frightening his father and 


that the bullet found its way to Mav's 
heart. The chief of police believes'that 
the story 
of burglary was concocted 


for the purpose of protecting the boy, 
who had no thought of taking his sis- 
ter's life. 


Chief Nicholson's most striking char- 


acteristic is his tenacity of 
purpose. 


Believing that tile Fosburghs, 
father 


and son, quarrelled the night that May 
was kill ad, h« set out to 
prove that 


previously they had not been on good 
terms. Mr. Fosburgh has said that he 
and his son never passed and angry 
word. An agent of Nicholson has just 
returned from Troy, N. Y., where the 
Fosburghs once lived and this agent 
professes to have found witnesses who 
will testify that the two 
men 
often 


engaged in physical combats. Nichol- 
son has other witnesses who will tes- 
tify that the young man at times in- 
dulged too freely in intoxicants. Other 
witnesses are on hand, but, go far as 
is known, 
the chief of police has no 


one who will jjive 
direct 
evidence 


against young Fosburgh. 


One thing that is most 
frequently 


mention ad in Pittsfield is the fact that 
influences seem to be at woi-k here at 
all timas creating a sentiment against 
Robert Fosburgh. 
There can be 
no 


doubt that these 
influences 
have 


counted and it will be difficult to ob- 
tain a jury that jg absolutely unpreju- 
diced. 
John Nicholson- is a powerful 


man in Berkshire countv. He has been 
in the habit of dictating to his neigh- 
bors and demanding a conviction. 
In 


this case he 
will be greatly disap- 


pointed i^ he fails. 


Robert Fosburgh's friends 
greatly 


fear that witnesses for the state will 
give perjured testimony. 
They 
say 


that the same Influence that has been 
prejudicing the 
public mind 
will 


bring into court men who will testify 
to untruths. It is told that an attempt 
has been made to persuade a driver 
for a Pittsfield liveryman to 
testify 


that on <he night before May Fosburgh 
was killed he took Robert 
Fosburffh 


home drunk. 
They say, too, that the 


story of the quarrel in Troy is abso- 
lutely without foundation. 


Detectives have been 
employed by 


the defence to follow the theory that 
witnesses for the state will give per- 
jured testimony. It is. assured that the 
trial will be filled with incidents of a 
sensational nature. 


Behind Robert Fosburgh Is a fam'ly 


with an unblemished reputation. 
He 


has been roared by a mother who h,as 
been Go-3 fearing. That mother knows 
whether her son is guilty or innocent, 
and she declares his innocence "n her 
hope of again seeing 
the 
daughter 


whoso death brought about the coming 
trial. It is not too much to say that 
limitless money defends' Robert Fos- 
burg. 
He has a large income of his 


own. his fattier is wealthy and 
his 


uncles, who are defending him, are 
men ea->h of whom is several times a 
millionaire.
